With info from Fan Gallery and Joyce Worley Katz, I put together a brief 
bio on Duggie and put it on wikipedia. Here it is: 


Raymond "Duggie" Fisher 

Raymond "Duggic" Fisher (October 15, 1935-May 16, 1988) was a 
science-fiction fan from Poplar Bluff, Missouri. He was a fanzine fan. 
convention fan and club fan. 

Duggie and his wife, Joyce Worley Fisher, co-chaired the St Loulscon (a 
worldcon) in 1969. He was on the con-committee for Ozarkcon 1-5 in St 
Louis 1965 thru 1969 He was a founding member of the Poplar Bluff 
Science Fiction Club in the 1950s and Ozark Science Fiction Association 
(OSFA) in St Louis in the 1960s. He was also a member of The Saturday 
People, in St Louis, in the 1960s. 

Duggie's fanzine, ODD, was nominated for a Hugo in 1968. 

Duggic and Joyce Worley were married July 21. 1956 and the marriage 
lasted until 1970. 

Duggie died in 1988 from complications of diabetes.

Barry 
Fitzgerald could play Gramps and the voice for Joe, who shouldn’t, h e

To whom it may concern: My nene according to birth is Ronald, 

Sheldon Friedman. I am a strong believer in our democratic system of 
government, and place honesty above all else! I shall, ir. thi3 article 
be as straightforward as anyone else could be. I, like most fans, am 
human. I have many bad 'points, and a few good one3 *** this article sh- 
ould prove this true... 

Suprising as it may seen to most of you, I cm a new fan. In the 
spring of 1949 i after reading stf for many years, I decided it would be 
a good idea to form an International fan organisation. At tha time, I 
was un -a -ware that such organizations already existed. Looking through 
the letter columns of a couple of pro-zines , I compiled a list of names 
of those I felt sure would bo suitable to belong to such an organiz- 
ation. One of the first people I contacted was Rich Kl3berry. Rich is a 
darn nice guy, and really takes fandom sariously. Regardless of any com 
ments he has made about me, I still consider him as one of the best 
friends a fan could claim. The comments that he made about the UNIVER- 
SAL MUSKET RER fan group, and of my sell' as president are on the whole 
true, although in parts greatly streached out, while in others merely , 
merely personal opinions. 

Rich claimed the fir3t issue of x-Ray to be a slim affair of five 

pages. This is true but let us not forget that not one cent of due3 

had yet been paid by any of the so called charter members of the organ- 
ization. The issue was printed in the 23 regement armory, the building 
where my National Guard unit meets. Through the Kindness of a Sargent 
Coiletti, I obtained U3e of their A.B. Dick $900. GO mimeograph for one 
and one time only. Government property should not, and can not be used 
for the needs of individuals not connected with the government. In my 
campein statement in that issue, I stated 'If I am elected, I will do 
my utmost to make Uil the most active fan club in the world. I will also 
give U1 1 a full page in a fanzine which is positivily coming out in cit- 
her January or February, 1950. I will continue printing this and other 
club sines on printing apparatus which I shal own by Juanarv 1st. I will 
try to. obtain, besides the ones I have all ready secured (5) reductions 
on books and mags. If I am elected I will do my best! That is. exactly 
what appeared in print. I'd certainly like to know why Rich cuoted in 

his article the speech made by the opposing candidate, Mr, Jilliam D. 

Knaphelde! On Jan 1st, at the time I had premised, I paid for, out of 
my own pocket, $30.00 for printing apparatus, solely for the purpose of 
the UH. I also used it to print a one-shot fanzine which I sent free to 
100 friends. The reductions, which I did obtain, by the way, ./ere basic 
ally from Fredreick Fell ana Company, of Mew York; Carl V. Swanson of 



North Dakota; and John E. Koester of Brooklyn. Jock Ferrier, who short- 
ly after that went outv of business also offered reductions. 

Rich stated that he recieveu a letter from ne on the twenty-seven- 
th of Jar.., 1950 stating that he hod been appointed Welcome Chairman. I 
wrote no such letter with that statement in it, as far as I can recall. 
((( ZDitor's note: the following is a direct copy of the letter in que- 
stion —

in all events. Bill Benvlis ( who had no-one vote against hirr. in the 
race for art-editor ) counted the votes, and recieved votes from both 
Bill Knapheide and myself. The ballots, I believe are still in bill's 
possession. I did win the presidency, and at the time, we did have 90 
members, but bear in mind, that no dues had as yet been collected .More 
than half dropped out when the collection of dues hegan. 

Rich also stated that almost everyone ran unopposed. The officers 
of president and editor, had a total of four candidates ... Well Rich? 
As to the other officers... eight in all ... bear in mind that over 
twenty-percent of the members were running for officers. There simply 
wasn't enough running to make any difference.

Rich pointed out that he recieved two copies of X-Roy number two 
and Rick Sneary got 3. According to him, 'This was a shear waste of m- 
oney.' I'd like to remind him that 250 of that issue were printed, but 
only 200 were payed for out of the club treasury. Out of this amount , 
100 were sent to members, 60 to those requesting infromation, and U0 
to, prozine editors who had been listed in fanzine review columns. The 



difference ( 50 copies) was paid for and ceiled at. n~ <nm oc«t no those 
who had letters in pr 02 ir.es, and additional persons li3ted in fanzines. 
Friends of .-nine assisted me in nailing then, and undoubtedly Rich hud a 
letter in a pro-zine and wa3 sent ar. extra copy by one of r.y 5 friends. 
As to Rick Sneary, he, undoubtably w as rent copies for the two fanzines 
he then edited, and on a copy for a letter '.r.e prosino, by three difere- 
nt indivcuals. different copies were mailed from one of two postoffices 
and for Proff, I suggest you take a look at the postmarks, Rich. 

As to the fanzi.io (free to members situation) stuff - IT was to have 
been puolished by ..'illian Knaphoide. For sons reason, it nover was, Fan- 
topologist never sent me the copies to distribute to members, and Sky- 
lark has been unheard from, from the first issue... I should know-I have a 
subscription and also have a sub to F.dlTOPOLGGIST ... ./oil? X-ray es RE 
stated was only printed twice, but Univeers wrs printed. Look to the Hsu 
1950 ( NCV. 5th it was mailed) issue for your facts. (((At the time the 
article in question was written, Univeers had failed to show.)}) Mer- 
chant never recieved enough advertisments to warrant publication! As to 
the amount of member shiD, when it rose ... well that comes later. Any- 
how, Ul»; U3JS (discussed later ) was circulated free to members.

Well ... then El seer ry ’want on to tell in hie 'sccurato' article 
how I. reciovcd the club dues instead of the sec'-tre3S. That second iA 
it may interest you know cost $27.00 not counting postage. It was print 
ed in K.Y. by Sid Blitz. I have a bill for it. Check if you want to’,
